Dr. T.G. How, chief of the do- 
minion public weather office in Ed- 
monton, recently wrote an interest- 
ing article on Alberta's famous 
chinook wind. This is a warm, dry, 
gusty wind which blows from west 
or southwest over the mountains, 
sweeping down the eastern slopes 
to bring higher temperatures—so 
much so that it may remove a foot 
of snow in 24 hours 

Meteorologists are somewhat puz- 
zled why the warm wind should 
come down to the earth instead of 
staying aloft above the heavy cold 
polar air. They conclude that cold 
air Iving near the ground is moved 
eastward away from the mountains 
becouse of a high pressure area in 
the Dakotas or a low pressure area 
in Northern Alberta 

This phenomena of the chinook | 
wind makes weather predictions
